Considerable interest has been 
aroused over the report- that a 
vein of coal had recently boeu dis¬ 
covered On the Isaac Smith farm 
in Madrid. Many visitors have 
climbed the hill to see a Maine 
coal vein, and many pieces of coal 
have been distributed over this 
part of the country by curiosity 
seekers. 

For two or three years Mr. 
Smith has been Sliding pieces of 
coal in the bank back of the house 
ana has wondered how they came 
there. Every year they dig some 
of the dirt from the bank and 
throw it against the house for a 
banking, then just throw it back 
and level it off. Here they have 
dug up pieces of coal, which were 
simply bedded in the soil. 

It has been suggested that the 
coal has been spilled here, but as 
it is found in several other places 
in the vicinity on the surrounding 
hills, this would not seem proba¬ 
ble. The rnott probable explana¬ 
tion of it is that it has been wash*, 
ed down from the neighboring 
hills. None, as far as known, have 
found any coal vein, nor has any 
extended search been made for one 

When time is not so pressing 
the Smiths are going to" dig a little 
to see vvhat there is in the earth 
for them. 

The substance found has been 
burned and to all appearances is 
good anthracite coal. 

Another interesting thing to 
note while speaking of the Smith 
farm is the formation which is 
found on The rocks in the cellar 
The entire hill seems to be full of 
springs and water is coming into 
the cellar most of the time. On 
the rocks is found a whitish solid 
which, on drying, becomes quite 
hard. I, A. Smith has tested it 
and finds that it answers to the 
aluminum test. Mr. Smith, has 
taken off pieces as large as his 
finger, but formations of this size 
are rare.

Most people 
are so accustomed to see her cavorting 
on the stage of light opera in gaudy hues 
and depicted by the artist in colors rival 
ing the rainbow that when she is seen in 
real life the revelation of our long delu¬ 
sion comes with something approaching 
a shock.

But in the matter 
of attire how far short they have fallen 
of the realistic ideal! In Her portrait 
she has been presented in a light frock 
and yellow handkerchief, unlaced and un¬ 
tidy, fringed, strung-with beads, set off 
with a flower, having-her hair done in the 
open air and .alulging in the favorite 
pastime of gossiping, With gesture of 
hands and play of expression. 

Really her dress, while not' always 
black, is generally of a dark hue, close 
fitting and neither short no’r long. The 
universal open air garment of the towns¬ 
woman of all ages is the black shawl, 
with a deep fringe of silk, folded, with a 
short point nbovj and a long point below, 
wrapping about the figure from neck and 


sometimes from head .to foot. Every

Hinta to Needlewomen, 

Never use long basting threads, espe¬ 
cially in the basting of Waists, nor think 
to save time by taking long stitches. 
Pins should be Used plentifully while fit¬ 
ting a garment on the figure, but they 
should be replaced immediately with .reg¬ 
ular basting the monient the garment is . 
removed, The position for hooks or but¬ 
tons and for the corresponding eyes or 
button holes should be ’carefully outlined 
with thread in preference to marking 
with pencil or soapstone. 

“When curved seams are to be stitched 
up on the machine, fine basting—i. e., by 
means of short stitches—beconibs impera¬ 
tive if the seamstress would avoid puck¬ 
ering In her work. If such curved work 
be around the foot of a skirt, as in the 
case of'a flared ruffle, the hem first 
should be basted, lightly sponged .and 
carefully pressed before the stitching is 
done.' The amateur dressmaker is some¬ 
times troubled over a slight bulging at 
the point of a dart in the Skirt or bodice 
when otherwise the garment fits most 
satisfactorily. Generally this may bo _ob- 
vioted by lightly sponging the' part’ in 
qtlestion and pressing with hot iron so

The small-pox scare has gone on

“The recent purchase of - the 
laiid by the government at Great 
Diamond Island will result in 
there being located a good many 
hundred soldiers in Portland” said 
Captain Bailey, the commander of 
Fort Preble, recently. “Indeed, I 
do hot think that there will be a 
larger artillery post in the country, 
after the proposed plans are car¬ 
ried out on this island. That tract 
on Great Diamond is a beautiful 
piece of land. I havei nqyer seen 
such a fine piece for a post. -Once 
this post is established one man 
will have charge of this district, 
This district commander will be 
Col. John B. Myrick, and he wijl 
be along early this*month. Other 
than the details of supply and con 
trol, which will be under the same 
regulations as they have been, he 
will have charge of all of the ar¬ 
tillery work in this section, at 
Fort Preble, Fort Williams and 
Great Diamond. This will be of 
great advantage for there will then 
be one head for the whole harbor.” 
The size of the armament re 
quires a large number of men 
and instead of 35 or 40, the govern' 
ment will find it necessary to have 
from three to four hundred men 
to properly garrison the place, 
even as it is at the present time. 
Some difficulty has been exper¬ 
ienced in securing proper men as 
recruits for the artillery, these 
having Come in rather slowly. 
But within a year it is probable 
that the artillery will be up to full 
strength.

HOW TO FRY C HICKEN* 

Two Toothsome Way, to Prepare 
, . This Delectable Dish, 

To fry a chicken clean and dry it 
and cut Into halves or quarters, de. 
pendent upon the size, says Forest 
. and Streapi. Rub the pieces in flour 
and then rub more flour-in the pieces. 
(Put a few slices of breakfast bacon 
(which means smoked bacon) in a fry¬ 
ing pan and fry the grease out of 
them. Add some lard to the^ bacon fat 
so as to have enough to cover the bot¬ 
tom of the pan well. • Salt this and pep¬ 
per it well .while it is hot, and. when 
it is smoking hot put in the chicken. 
When it is browned; and ■ cooked 
through, proceed in one of the follow¬ 
ing ways: 

Transfer the chicken to a baking dish. 
Pour off all the grease but the “set¬ 
tlings” and add a little water to the 
settlings in the frying-pan. .Bring it to 
a sizzle, pour it over the'chicken in 
the baking dish, cover the dislYand set 
it in the oven or on the, stove to steam 
for a moment or two. This makes 
fried chicken tender. Flavoring the 
hot grease, makes it taste good. Of 
course evi'y,woman thinks she 'ean fry 
a chicken as well as the next one, 
but let’her try this kind on her men 
folks once and take their verdict. 

The. other"way is the true Maryland 
Btyle and involves'more trouble. First 
of all make some cornmeal musb and 
let it' get cold and. hard,, cut into 
slices and fry tt> a dark brown. When 
the chicken is taken from .the ■ frying 
pan, it is placed on a hot platter and 
put in a warm place while' you make 
the gravy. Pour off all the ■ fat but 
about a tablespoonful, being careful 
to not pour off any of - the settlings. 
Put Into the pan a tablespoonful of 
flour and, with the'pan on the stove, 
mix it with the. fat/. Pour into this a 
sufficient quantity of cream—about a 
pint will do—salt and;pepper it and 
stir it while it boils for five minutes. 
The flour must be cooked ; or it will 
be only so much starch. Pour over 
the chicken, garnish with the fried 
mush and if there are any complaints 
refer them tq mg. „ ' , ^ _•
